Extended-order drill will give 
your squad its first lesson in thc 
methods of advancing against 
guemy lines actually used in pre- 
sent-day warfare. You will first 
be shown how to deploy as skir. 
mishers. Moving at a run you 
and the other men will place your- 
self in one rank, the interval 
between men being about 15 
inches, instead of 4 as in close 
order drill. This is the simplest 
form of deployment, which may 
be roughly defined as spreading 
out a body of troops in thin open 
dines so that they may more 
easily advance even in the face 
of enemy fire. 

This means that you become ti 
a greater extent an independent 
unit. When pushing forward i: 
skirmish lines you must rely ip 
part on your own initiative and 
judgment. 

The next step in extended 
order drill is to practice kneel 
ing, lying down, and advancing 
at a run. In the meantime, yor 
will be getting practice also in 
rifle loading, and a little later 
will begin to carry your. rifle 
when advancing as a skirmishey 
and to practice loading, aiming 
and firing from the 
line.

Use of Cover. 


‘One of the most important 
features of this part of your 
training will consist of learning 
to conceal yourself from the view 
of the enemy by taking advant 
age of hillocks, trees, heaps of 
earth, rocks, gullies. ditches.

Your 
object is to reach the enemy. The 
ymore skillful you are in the use 
of cover the smaller the chances 
‘ec your being disabled during 
the attack.

training. Gradually you wil be- 
come highly skilled in this form 
of attack. Not only will your 
skill increase but also your con- 
ndence. You will learn in time 
that troops standing on the de- 
fensive behind entrenchments 
seldom fire upon an advancing 
enemy with steadiness and ac- 
curacy. The greater determina- 
tion and energy you and your 
comrades show in the advance, 
the smaller will be the chances 
of your sufferiing severely from 
the enemy’s fire. : 

The advance of a company in 
extended order is directed by 
commands transmitted to the in. 
dividual soldiers chiefly by the 
use of signals, since the noise of 
the firing makes it impracticable 
to use the voice effectively. 


Practice Fighting. 


The problem of each individual 
soldier is to obey the commands 
and at the same time to use his 
own judgment and skill in tak- 
ing advantage of ecover.as he 
advances. It is especially im- 
portant that you should obey 
at once any directions that may 
be given to you as to resetting 
the sights on your rifle and that 
the rapidity of your firing should 
be controlled by the orders of 
your captain, 

Going ‘a step beyond the ex- 
tended orger drill your com. 
pany and regiment will take. part 
in field and combat exercises, 
'n which conditions and move- 
ments of actual warfare are re- 
produced as closely as possible. 
Here you will put into practice 
everything learned during your 
previous drilling. You will prac- 
tice correct methods of attacking 
and of defending yourself both 
with the rifle and bayonet and 
with other weapons now in use. 
Don’t fail to enter into the spirit 
of these exercises with as much 
enthusiasm and intensity as if 


you were on the, actual battle 


field. Use your imagination. See 
the enemy in front of you and 
act precisely as you would act 
if the enemy were real. Only in 


this way can you get the full]: 


e 


benefit of these exercises. 
Don’t fail to keep in mind also 
that you are a member of a big 
team and that every member 
plays an important part. in ¢on- 
tributing to the success of the 
team. ‘‘The.one. requisite nee- 
eessary to win the battle ia in- 
telligeut teamwork.

Dear Sir: The first work that 
will probably be done under the 
government appropriation at 
Richmond harbor will be the 
dredging of a channel 20 feet 
wide by 24 feet deep from deep 
water in San Francisco bay on 
the north side of the proposed 
entrance to the harbor from the 
Santa Fe pier to Point Potrero, 
thence around said point and up 
the ‘branch arm of Ellis slough, 
making the changel as much 
wider at the Point Potrero turn 
as funds available will permit. 

The volume of material in the 
above outHned work west of 
Point Potrero is about 1,110,000 
cubic yards; around Point Potre- 
ro and up to Ellis slough will 
require a little more than 800,- 
000 yards of dredging, 

Of the 1,110,000 yards to be 
dredged in entrance west of 
Point Potrero it is possible, pro- 
vided owners consent, to store 
about 500,000 cubic yards of fill 
in the lagoon, north and east of 
the Ganta Fe pier at Point Rich- 
mond. The other 610,000 yards 
will have to he securely impound- 
ed behind a strong and durable 
bulkhead to be constructed with- 
out expense to the 
government.

MINIMUM WAGE I 
EFFECTIVE FOR 
WOMEN TODAY

Beginners over 18 and less 
than 20 shall be paid at the rate of 
experienced workers of twenty-four 
months, and beginners over 20 at 
the rate of experienced workers af- 


eer eighteen months. 

The total number of adult and 
ninor learners in any establishment 
shall not exceed 25 per cen: o% the 
total number of women anc minors 
employed. 

No woman or minor shalt be per- 
mitted to work more than eight 
hours in any day or forty-eight
